










IN THE EXUBERANCE of V-E Day Halifax crowds did incalculable damage 
to property. They overturned and set fire to this police car which 
responded to a call to deal with an attack on a street car. Several 
service personnel were recently sentenced to jail terms for their parts 
in the rioting. A brewery was looted of considerable stock, too, by crowds. 


AFTER THE RIOT this was the scene the interior of a jewelry store 
presented. The raiders ransacked every drawer and shelf. It amounts, 
the merchant figures, to nearly 100 per cent. loss. Ottawa announced 
that every aid would be given storekeepers in getting new stocks. 


ANOTHER VIEW of downtown Montreal with streamer¬ 
decked car and paper-littered street. By the thousands 
Montreal folks flocked into the streets to sing and dance. 
Carried celebrations later to neighborhood parks. 


MONTREALERS were enthusiastic celebrants, too, but 
less spectacular than their Halifax cousins. Here is a view 
of V-E Day in Canada's largest city, with the Union Jack 
ond Stars and Stripes prominently displayed by citizens. 


THERE WERE FEW stores in Halifax's main downtown shopping district 
that were not broken into. The crowd went after drygoods and even 
jewelry no less than wet goods. Thousands of dollars' worth of plate 
glass windows littered the sidewalks after protective barricades had been 
tom down. Later police made a house to house search for looted goods. 


NOT ALL Halifax people did their Victory celebrat¬ 
ing in the glass-littered streets. The churches, though 
not packed to the doors, still had visitors. V-E Day 
for this worshipper was a matter for sadness and tears. 
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ALL UNIFORMED FORCES, cadets, veterans of both wars, were represented 
in the ceremony held on Ottawa's Parliament Hill. The red-coated band 
of the R.C.M.P. provided accompaniment to hymns sung by the crowd.
